Saigon, on the most ordi- 
nary of days, is full of ex- 
traordinary stories of in- 
trigue — none of which can 
be dismissed completely. 

Too many impossible 
things have happened in 
that impossible city during 
this impossible war. 

Now there is a murder 
case involving eight Green 
Berets and dozens of in- 
formed sources in Saigon 
are explaining what really 
happened — in the deepest 
secrecy, of course. 

In the absence of an offi- 
cial Army explanation of the 
killing, these tales have re- 
ceived wide attention. They 
may be true, partly true or 
fabrications. Here are the 


major theories coming' out 
of Saigon: 

Torture Theory— Commu- 
nists have obtained film of 
the Green Berets torturing 
prisoners. They showed 
these pictures when the ex- 
change of prisoners issue 
came up at the Paris peace 
talks. How can you accuse 
us of mistreating American 
prisoners, the Communists 
asked, when you do this to 
our men?

The CIA Hex Theory 

Green Berets, in examining 
photos of North Vietnamese 
agents gathered, in Cambo- 
dia, Tecognized one of them 
as their own agent. The 
agent was brought in and 
questioned hard. He ad- 
mitted he was a double 
agent— spying . for both 
Hanoi and Saigon. What to 
do? 

The CIA, according to 
Green Beret sources, passed 
the equivalent of an execu- 
tion order by ordering the 
Special Forces men to ‘‘ter- 
minate with extreme preju- 
dice” the relationship with 
the agent. The Green Berets 
did t h i s — and fast. The 
CIA revoked its order a few 
days later. But it was too 
late. The alleged double 
agent was on the bottom of 
the ocean — weighted down 
Mafia-style. 

CIA leaders in Vietnam 
exploded, taking their com- 
. plaints against the Green 
Beret execution right to 
i Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 


commander of all American 
troops in Vietnam. 

Abrams became angry, 
too, and ordered his aides to 
“clean up” the Green Be- 
rets. Result: eight Green Be- 
rets arrested on murder 
charges, including the colo- 


nel who commanded them 
in Vietnam. • 

Here in Washington, CIA 
officials deny they were in- 
volved in the case at all. But 
the stories about CIA in- 
volvement keep coming out 
of Saigon. 
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
